WAIRNED FROM WASHINGTON,
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The actlon of

the State department indicated In the cable-

gram from Madrid warning the Spanish
government of its intentlon to resort o re-
tallation should Spain continue e present

pollicy with respect to American exporis to
Cuba, will doubtleks bave Lhe effect to bring
at onee to n fotus the long driown out nego-

tiation® which have Leen in progress, with
results very unsatisfactory lo that govern-
mtnt, Note of our forelgn relations  yet

have given us ig much tronble as thoxe with
Spaln, For several yoars this government
has been urglng the claims of Amerie
porters for the remission of heavy fin A and
excosslyve taxes amounting to aboui $5.000,-
000. Theso taxes and fines were imposed by
the Cuban customs officers in direct violation

of all treaties and absolutely without any
other warrant thin existing necessity for
funds, The Susnish government practleally

admitted the justice of our clalms but failed
to make restitution, Then there was the old
Mora claim spgainst Spain, already scknowl-
edged by the Spanish governunient, but fm-
pessible of collection, Efforts huve boen
made to get the first class of claima before
an arbitration committee without success.

While the matters were Innguishing under
the delays pecullnr to Span sh  diplomacy
there followed the lust action by the Spanish
government which promises to precipitate
a tarlft war unless Spaln comes to terme,
This was the propoesition of the muaxiin.m
teriff on Amerlean exports to Cuba, probably
fn retallat’'on for the cuncellation of the
reciprocity agreement entered into under the
the terms of the McKinley act.

HAB TWO BCHEDULES.

The Spanlsh government has two tariff
sehedules, cne the minimum tarlff permicied
to countries with which Spaln is upon am c-
able relutions, the 'other the maximum, im-
posed upon Tountries which do not wield
to Spanish demands in the matter of dues.
The maximum tariff being Imposed upon
American exports had the effect to almost
altogether cut them off, and so exactly
fulfilled lts purposes, We had supplied for
years the Spanish West Indles with flour,
but the duty upon thig product was prohib-
ftory., To make the situation more unbear-
akle, the Canadians were favored with the
minimum taviff and in an inceredibly short
gpace of time assumed the entire trade in
flour with Cuba, which had s lopg been
enjoyed our. millers,

minister at Washington, through Minister
Tayl:r with the Spanish fore gn ofice, Sccre-
tary Gresham, in casting about for n remedy,
4t upon the act of August 30, 1880, This act,
while primarily intended to provide for the
inspection of ments for exp riation, and pre-
vent the (mportat on of harmful articles of
foed, also included in its fifth secti-n a
grant of power to to the president probably
unequalled In extent by any legislation in
the history <f congress.

Our commerce s now belng menaced in a
new gquarter, namely, n Germany, where
the povernment has begun the impositicn
of a system of mort gallilng restrictions
upon Americon lmporte that can searcely be
longer tolerated, and It is felt ¢ be necessary
to beg'n the assertion of the reservg power
of ratallati n lodged in the president and, of
crurse, this necessliates the beglnonlng with
Spaln, the first offender,

BOCIALISTS SHOW THEIR POWER,
Cresto nn Uprowr on the Introduction of

the HRepressive Measure,

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—Dr. Nieberling, the im-
perial secretary of justice, introduced the anti-
revolutionary b Il in the Relehstag today. In
80 doing ho sald it was not Intended to upget
publie opinion, nor was It an anti-soclalist
bill, but it was directed against criminals
and agalnst the work of revolutlonists who
were secking to undermine the state,

The secretary of justice then proceeded,
amidst soclallatic interruptions, to refer to
several Inflammatory pamphlets which have
rocently sppeared. The Interruptions of the
soclallsls were g0 frequent and of such an
exciting nature that the prexident of the
Relebstag, Herr von Levetzow, was compelled
several Lmes ty call for order,

D, Nigherling then produced a revolution-
iry broad sheet, which he asserted was In-
tended for eiroulation in the barracks of the
goldiers, He added: “The alm of our op-
ponents can only bs cbtalned by overthrow-
Ing all order. The majority of the house
will wupport the government agninst this
enemy, which denles everyth'ng sacred to the
people.’”” (Applause,)

Herr 8loger moved the adjournment of the
Relehstag, expressing d ubt as to whether a
sufliclent number of deputles were present to
enuble a vote to be taken, After roll call
It was found that Herr Singer's point was
well tuken and that there was not a sufficient
number present. Consequently Herr Levet-
gow, president ot the Relehstag, adjourned
the debato on the antl-rev: lutionary bill until
Junuary 8.

Two Stenmers and Two Salling Veasels
Missing Out of San Franclsco.

BAN TFRANCIBCO, Dec. 17.—That the
steamer colllers Montserrnt and Kennesaw
have beéen lost at sea with all on board g
now consldered almost a certainty. The
Montserra, from Nanlamo, and the Ken-
nesaw, from Comox, B, €., are both s¢ven
days overdue at this port, For severnl days
tugs and coastlog steamers all along the
northern const have kept a sharp lookout,
but no tidings of elther steamer have been
recelved. Both vessela were heavily loaded,
and the prevalling opinion is that they were
lost dalmost together In the terrifie gale
that raged off Cape Flattery the night they
ut to sen. The Montserrat, Captaln Black-

urn, earried a crew of twenly men, and
the Kennesaw, Captain Jenkins, had a crew
of thirty men, Anxiety is also felt for the
barks Germanla and Columbla. The Ger-
manin, laden with coal, has been out fifteen
days, und the Columbla, with a cargo of
lumber, salled from Port Blakely thirteen
days ago, However, salling pnssages of
fourteen and sixteen tlll?‘H are of frequent
oeourrence, wnd but for the storm which the
vensels. must have encountered no fear
would be felt for thelr safety,

From reports recelved to date It lg posi-
tively known that ut least four vessels wero
wrecked during the gale, The British ship
Scottish Dales was dismantied off Cape
Flottery, ut was plcked up by a steamer
and tewed Into Port Townsend, The bark
John Wooster was lost off Gray's Harbor on
the Washington coast. The schooner Garcla
wis wrecked off Tillamook rock. Her crew
of six men {8 still missing, The schooner
W. T. IBeebe was wrecked in the breakers
In an attempt to crcss the Ban Franclsco
bar. All the steamers and salling  oraft
that have reached port since the storm re-
port terrible experiences In the gale which
Yrrmllu:ul ull ulonyg the coast north of San
“rancisco.

GIVE MORE TIME 10 DEBATE

House Rules Committes Refuses to Rush
the Ourrency Bill Through.

MINORITY REPORT ON THE MEASURE

Charncterize the Carlisle Rl as & Crode
Mensure, Which If Enncted Into Law
Would Cnuso a Disastrons
Panle.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 17—Bpeaker Crisp
and his associntes on the houre commities
ol riles determined today on a special rule
by which Beeretary Cuarliele’s bill for cur-
rency reform will be debated and voted on In
the house, The otiginal purpose of sseuring
a vole before the holldays was glven up.  In-
stead of that 1t was arranged that the gen-
eral debate should begin tomorrow and con-
liug to the recéss at the end of this week.
When congress reassembles on January 3, the
currency debate will be resumed, the 4th und
Gth being given to debate under the five-min-
ute rule, The vote will probably be taken
on Monday, January 7. It wounld ba fixed for
the Sth, If that were not “Jackson day,'" when
many memberas expect to be absent al the cel-
chratisns, Instead of carrying the vote over
to Monday noon, it may be determined to
taks it Saturday night. Speaker Crisp will
determine the exact time on the ¢peclal rules
In neeordance with the foregoing and it will
be submitted by him to the rules committee
tomorrow. It will make no provision for
morning or night sessjon. This genernl pro-
gram for the debate was  sarranged  afer
numerous  conferancea today. Chairman
Springer of the banking committes had hoped
Lo get a vote next Friday, but the sentimont
of the house was agalnst this rapid progress,
Mr. Crisp ealled In Reprerentative Johnson of
Indiana and Walker of Massachusetts, re-
publican members of the banking eommittes,
to get their views of the length of the debate,
Mr. Johnson urged that ten days be given,
bringing the vote on January 8. Mr. Walker
did not want aoy exact time Umit fixed at the
outseét.  The debate will begin tomorrow, Mr.
Springer opening for the bill and Mr. Walker
against |t Mr. Hall of Miszgourl and Mr.
Johngon of Indiana will probably follow. The
speclal rule will b2 agréed on in' commitice
tomorrow, but may not be presented to the
kouse until later in the wetk,

The majority report of the house commit-
tee on banking and currency favorable to
Secretary Carlisle's plan of currency was today
presented to the house by Chalrman Springer
with the recommendation that the bl pass.

The committee, after explaining the results
of a possible crisls in which all national banks
woulil fail and showing how there would be
abundant resourcis for the redemption of the
clreulating noteg, says: “Your committee
Is of the opinlon that if the proposed bill
should become a law It will provide for a
gife, suficient and flexible currency. Such
Nexibility as required by the conditions of
trade and commerce Is now absolutely want-
ing. As the outstanding notes will be taxed
ane half of 1 per cent per annum, and as the
banks taking them will be deprived of 30 per
cent thereof in legal tendeir notes, there will
be an Inducement to retlre the circulation
when It is not needed and at the same time
an inducement to take out circulation when
business conditions require 1t."

MINORITY REPORT.

The minorty members of the banking and
currency committee severcly criticlse the
Carlisle bill. They say: *The wiole actlon
of the party mafority of the committes was
most extraordinary and not approved by ite
votlng majority. Secrelary Carlisle read a
part of the bill on the first day of his ad-
dress to the committee, saying he had not
finighed dictating It and would bring it
when he finished his address to the commit-
tee on the following day, which he did. It
wns not again read or In any manner con-
sidered in committee, and an opportunity
to consider or amend It was refused to all
members, demoerats and republicans allke,
On Baterday afternoon, imnediately before
the close of the examinatlon of Mr. St. John
of New York, a motlon was made to close
the hearing and go Into executive sesslon.
Upon the attempt of & number of the mi-
nority o tako up the bill for consideration,
they wera Informed by the committes chair-
man, Mr. Springer, that the democratic ma-
jority had concluded not to allow any
amendment whatever, but to réport it to the
house on Monday, and that each member
could offer any amendments he chose In the
house. It4s the opinlon of a number of the
most  clear-headed and eminent financlers
In the country that If the Carlisle bill was
of the statutes, or whether the supreme court
would precipitute a panle fur more severe
than that of 1853, as it would compel the
forced sale upon the market of nearly $200,-
000,000 of United States bonds within six
months,

**Sectlon 1 repeals all acts and parts of acts
which require or authorize the deposit of
United States bonds to secure eirculating
notes, ete., Instead of so mueh of all acts
and parts of ncis, ete,

“How many thousands may be serlously
Injured by sueh needless, wholesale repenl
enacted finto law, within twenty days It
after years of litigation might by construe-
tion re-enact some parts of such statutes
which Secretary Carlisle had repealed, no
one can tell,

INDEFINITE PROVISIONS.

“Bection & provides that each assoclation
hereifter organlzed and each assoctation ap-
piying for additlonal ¢lrculation shall pay Its
pro rata share Into the said fund before
recelving notes without defining how the
total fund or each share shall be ascertalned,
In the same paragraph it I8 provided that
when a natlonal banking assoclation beeomes
Ingolvent ity guaranty fund held on deposit
shall be transferred to the safety fund herein
provided for and applied to the redemption
of Its outstanding notes; that Is to say, It Is
merged in the safety fund. And aguain, there
I8 no provision In the bill for the uvse of the

gafely fund, except by application in the
lines quoted, The same paragraph provides
that in case the sald last moentioned fund

(safety fund) shall at any time be Impalred
by the redemption of the notes of falled na-
tional banks and the Imimedlately avallable
nesels of sald bank are not sufficient to relm-
bursa it, the sald fund shall be at once re-
stored by pro rata assessments upon all the
other assoclutions, and all the associations so
nssegsed shall bhave a first llen upon the
aniets of each failed bank for the amount
properly chargeable to such Lank on account
of the redemption of its clroulation; and
these are all the provislons In the bill show-
ing how any one s to proceed, and without
defining who shall procesd with it, or as to
bow the notes of f[alled banks shall be re-
desmed, That I8, on the face of the Carilsle
bill, when a bLank fails, Its guaranty fund is
to be paid into the safety fund, Then the
notes of the falled bank are to be paid out
af the salely fund; then all of the oational
banks in the country are to be assessed to
make up the safety fund, and then all of the
nitonal banks of the country are to put in
their c'alms to the recelvers of the falled
bank for the moneys they have paid on
assessment for the payment of the noles of
the fatld bank. Probably Mr. Carlisle in-
tended to provide that the guaranty fund of
the falled bank sbould be first expended
In tuking up the currency notes of the failed

bank, and (hat whatever additlonal sum was |

necessary should be taken out of the sufoty
fund to compiete thelr redemption, and the
safely fund should be replenizhed out of the
ussels of the bank, and U there wed a def
clenoy In the assels of the faled bauk which
was made up out of the safety fund, that
all of the banks should be assessed to make
good the safety fund.
LEGIELATION SHOULD BRE PERMISSIVE
“Whatever leglalation 18 had with refor-
euce Lo the fAnsnces of Lhe country or bank-
ing in s «fect upon Dational banks should
be permissive and not mandatory os 1o na
tional banks whie thelr present chuarters
coptinue. To provide, as lo seotion 7, ‘that
every natlops]l banking associution herstofore
organized apd having bonds on  deposit to
secure circulation shall, on or before the 1st
day of July, 1585, withdraw such bonds and
deposit with the (reasurer of the United
States a guaranty fund, consisting of Un ted

Federation of Labor Tnrns Him Down and
Belects MoBride for President

WESTERN MEN CONTROL ORGANIZATION

New Prosident Telegraphs s Acoeplance—
Western  Influence Alwo Secnres  the
Headquarters for Indiaoapolis —Gom=
pers Congratalates MeBride,

DENVER, Dee, 17.—The conventlon of the
American  Federation of  Labor 410 more
business teday than In any preceding day.
The members expended thelr surplus energy
In  discusslrg the merits of the politiceal
program and were ready to do Business to-
day. There were some surprises In the day's
action, the most Important of them being
the defeat of President Gompers for re-eloe-
tlon. It had been Known that an effort was
teing made to displace tilm, but when the
convention adjourned Saturday night It was
not belleved that It would sudcerd, Sunday
was, however, devoted to electloneering by
the MoBride contingent, and when the dele-
gates came together thls morning It was
generally understood that Mr. Gompers wonld
be retired. His election as fraternal delo-
gate to the Dritish Iabor congress was in-
tended as a sort of evidence that the con-
vention recognizes his lovalty while ques-
tioning hix ablilty to best serve the Federa-
tion o8 its president,

The s=clection of Indianapolls as nationnl
headguarters was also in line with the 1den
of a'generil revolution In the Federation, It
wak n declhration by the western delegations
that they propose herealter to control the
Federation. It Is expected that the work of
the convention will be finished tomorrow.

The firet business was (o determine the
future location of the hoadguarters of the
Federation. On Saturday the clties of
Indianapolls, Detrolt, Washington, Brooklyn
and Loulsville had been placed in nomina-
tion,  Indisnapolls and Washington were the
only conlestants today. The wote resulted,
Indlanapolis, 1,200; Washinglon, 926,

A resolution to make Indignapolis the loca-
tion for three years was amended to make
it five years and referred to the committee

on laws.
M'BRIDE THE MAN.

The election of officers was then taken up.
Gompers and John McBride, president of
«ha United Mine Workers, were the only
candidates for president. The yole re-
sulted:  MeBride, 1,162 Gompers, 037,

There was no excitement regarding the
election (I president. It was evident at the
start that the question had been settled so
far as the Individual members were con-
cerned.  Mr. Gompers was nominated by Mr,
Elckhoff and the nomination was seconded
by Messrs. Cohen, Daily and McCraith, Me-
Bride was nominated by Mr, Penna and
secinded by Mr. Allen. The vite proceeded
without incldent, except that several dele-
gates announced that they would vote against
Gompers by instructions from their varlous
unions,

W. E. Klapetzky voted for MeDride, but
asked to be siliwed to withdraw his vote.
He sald be had been (nstructed to vote
agalnst Gompers and could not consclentiously
vole for MeBride. Permisslon was granted.

When the totals were announced President
Gompars moved Lo make the vote unanhmous
for McBride, but objection was made.

Mr. Gompers at once wrote and digpaiched
the following message to Mr. McBride, who
Is 111 at Hls home:

“To, John MeBride, C.lumbus, O., Con-
gratulations—Elected president Federatlon.
None will be more loyal than 1 to ald and
make your administration successful,

“"SAMUEL GOMPERS,”

Mr. Gompers, who is turned down by this
vote, I8 a member of the Cignr Makers union
and has held the position of president of the
American Federation of Labor since 1882,
From then untl 1886 there was no salary
atlached to the office. That year il was de-
elded to make the office a permanent one
and the salary was fxed at $1,200. This
was ralsed to $1.800 In 1892, The first vice
president of the federation was Rilchard
Powers, elected in 1880; the second was John
Jarrett, elected in 1881. ‘The defeat of Mr.
Gompers seems to be due to a general desire
for a changs of adminlstrati'n., The mine
warkers, with 320 votes, were for MeBride
for persinal reasons; the rad eally soclalistle
memberés felt that Gomprrs was very strongly
opposed to them and the president's own
actizn duripg this convention had done much
to defeat him. He was ill when he ecame
hore and his rulings have been noticenbly
arbitrary and errat ¢, More than cnee he
hus lost his temper and occasionally be hag
reversid hls own rulings. The feellng gen-
erully I8 friendly to Gompers, but the elec-
tion of MeBride is regarded us a good cholee,

It was only when he alighted from the traln
that Mr. Burns was made sware of the action
of the Federatlon at Denver In retlring Samuel
Gompers, who hag boen its presiding oMeer
slneo 1582, in favor of Mr. McRlride. He ex-
presied some surprise at the information, but
declined to glve any opinfon relutive to the
effect of the change upon the labor interests;
He was enthusiastic in describing his recep-
tion In Denver and sald that he had the pleas-
ure of addressing some of (he largest and
most enthusiastic audiences that he had met
since hig departure from New York. The
convention lind been a great success from his
point of view, and the spirit which had been
indicated all along tho line went far to en-
courage the bellef that the workingmen of
Amerlea were becoming awakened to the
necessity for Improved organlzation and re-
newed unity of action.

FFor the next few hours the vieitor was kept
busy in making the acquaintance of numerous
citlzens and prominent labor leaders of the
city, and ft wis a little after § o'clock when
he arrived at the hall, which was already
filled to its fullest capacity.  Secretary J. B,
Schupp of Central Labor union occupled the
chair, and with the epeakers were seated R,
J. Cornlsh, County Attorney Kaliy, 1B, Roses
water, H. Cohen, K. 8, Fisher, Earnest Lon-
gren, Robert Anderson, Michael Nalson nnd
other members of the labor unlons of the oity.

The appearance of the speakers wus made
the sigoal for o prolonged burst of applause,
after  which Chalrman  Schupp  introduced
Mr. Burns. The speaker waited a muoment
until the applanse hnd run «ts course, and
then briefly stuted how it was (hat he had
eome to speak to the people of Omuaha, At
the request of the convention of federated ly-
bor he had consented to deliver & uumber
of #p2eches (n some of the. larse clties of the
country.  His object would he to give a
stranger’s views of the labor question of
America, and also to give Amertcan work-
men an lded through an English modium of
what was belng done In the ol country.
In the first place It should be rememiberad
that there was one great problem with which
modern  society was confronted, il that
problem was side by side with the growth
and development of the industrial Interests
of the people. It was a universal problem,
and what modern socloty hnd to eonfrant
was the question of what would be for the
Interests of the masses from 4 soclal, Indus=
trial and moral polnt of view.

“We have all seon,' continued the speaker,
“how an Inflation of trade is followed by &
petiod of depression.  We wee noverty fol-
lowing on the heels of prosperdy, and ot
shorter Intervals than it once did, Thomas
Carlyle hus sald that the groatost evil with
which modern soclety was coaronted was
Industrial anarchy and the resuiting political
disintegrution, It matters not whether a
country be new or old, Industrial anurchy
and the resulting evils of soelal vive and &'s-
order prevall.  Whether o govormment 1s
monarehical or democratic mokes but lttle
difference as far ns the condition of the
working classen I8 concerned. Here In this
country you do not have the milltary aris-
totracy that we lhave In England, but you
Have the uutocracy of the speculutor and the
monopolist, and a8 far as the two cvile are
concerned, It In a cholee botween the devil
und the deep sea,'

Continuing, Mr. Durns contended that the
wolfare of the working claeses had not kept
paog with the advance of other intercsts, In
eviery country it was evident that the blexs-
tigs which had been predicted from the use
of steam, Inventlons and improved machin-
ery hiud not followed to the extent that had
been expected.  BEducation, too, had not en-
tirely served the purpose as & rédmedy for the
evils which menacod the manses, 1t too fre-
guently allowed a muan W enervate himself
and change from the working e the shirk-
Ing class. All this had nat allayed
the  discontent or the evils which
wore to e removed.  I'n Denver, Chicago and
New York, aw well as in London and Paris, it
wis evident that just as the working closges
began to lmprove they began th organize, and
un they bLecame united they saw through the
thlmeras with which In days gone by they
had been filled to the brim, They saw that
